DELTA  MUNICIPAL  ROAD  TAX  BY-LAW. 


WHEREAS  it  is  necessary  and  expedient  to  pass 
a By-law  for  regulating  and  enforcing  the  pay- 
ment of  a Road  Tax ; 

Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Reeve  and  Council  of 
the  said  Municipality  as  follows:— 

1.  Every  male  person  of  the  age  of  eighteen  years 
(IS)  and  upwards  residing  within  the  limits  of  this 
Municipality  shall  pay  annually  a Road  Tax  of  two 
dollars  (82)  each ; such  Road  Tax  shall  become  due 
and  payable  on  and  after  the  2nd  day  of  April  in  each 
year. 

2.  When  any  person  refuses  or  neglects  to  pay  his 
Road  Tax,  imposed  as  aforesaid,  the  Collector  may 
levy  the  same  with  costs  by  distress  of  the  goods  and 
chattels  of  the  person  who  ought  to  pay  the  same,  or 
of  any  goods  and  chattels  in  his  possession,  wherever 
the  same  may  be  found  within  the  Province. 

3.  The  Collector  shall  give  a certificate  of  payment,
